Curleton B. Zeilin of the second piirt,,has 
culminated in a court of inquiry, the first 
session of which was held lust Monday. The 
causes which led to the charges which were 
preferred against Commander Wright by 
Lieutenant Landreth are that the Com- 
mander ordered Lieutenants Landreth, J. B. 
Mario and Carleton B Zeilin to resign on 
the score of incompeteney. The officers 
named forwarded their resignations, which 
were held at Brigade Headquarters without 
iction. Commander Wright, finding that 
:lie resignations were not accepted, ten- 
dered liis resignation, but, upon learning 
hat Mr. Landreth had asked for a court of 
nquiry, withdrew his resignation and the 
.ourt was ordered. 


The charges, nine in number, recited that 


Commander Wright uniformed a band of 
01 ty men who were not enlisted, and that 
lie expenditure was not authorized by the

The regular monthly meeting of Council 


was held in the Council Chaaiber on last 
Momlny evening. 
There were present: 


B. C. -Tester, President, »nd Messrs. Clark, 
Milnor, Moss, McCairy, Pearson, Rocbe, 
Scull, Smith, Spring, Scott, Willingmyre, 
Weaver, Whitcley and Wright, Councilmcn. 


The Finance Committee reported that the 


public property in the borough had been 
inspected, the town house cleaned and 
whitewashed and that the property of the 
borougit-wiis In good CotraKloiiTBXcept Unit 
n portion of the fence a; the America Hose 
Hook ind Ladder Co., needed repairing. 
The report criticised the incurring of bills by 
the Pol ice Committee on business that be- 
longed to another committee and thus using 
the funds appropriated to another com- 
mittee's use. Mr. Scott, the chairman of the 
Police Committee, made an explanation and 
said Unit the case was an emergency one 
that it rightly belonged to the Police Com- 
mittee und that the expenditure would come 
out of the appropriation to his committee. 
The report was accepted and filed. 


The Street Committee reported in answer 


to the petition from Dorrance street residents 
that it had no funds available for macadamiz- 
ing that street; that no record could be 
found of the acceptance of Wilson street by 
the borough; that the stone road on the 
upper end of Mill street was near completion, 
and in the opinion of the committee would 
be a better peice of road and constructed at 
less cost than any other in the borough. The 
report was accepted and filed. 


The Police Committee reported ten arrests 


during the month and 80 tramps lodged in 


, 


and if still due, is contrary to law; also that 
Commander Wright purchased uniforms for 
all the officers, and if the bill, amounting to 
$1872.66, was paid, that was a misappropria- 
tion, and if still duo, is unlawful ; also that 
in August, 1894, lie enlisted thirty men as 
seamen and detailed them as musicians in a 
band ; these men were left at League Island 
and where not on the annual cruise, yet 
drew money from the State and the differ- 
ence due them as musicians was paid from 
batta'ion funds and was not authorized; that 
the detail of such men was without authority 
of law ; that the Commander contracted 
divers debts of $3319.97 and $1090.15 to S. 
M. Wanaraakcr & Co. and F. A. Hoyt & Co., 
which are unpaid and has caused the good 
name of the battalion to be brought into 
disrepute ; that he opposed the election of 
Landreth ; that ho behaved with discourtesy 
to Colonel Morrell, of the Third Regiment, 
and, finally, that his conduct is generally so 
unofficorlike, inefficient, arbitrary and dis- 
courteous that discipline has been impaired 
and the membership fallen off to less than 
the minimum required by law. 


Teestimony in support of the allegations 


was given by the Lieutenants Landroth, 
Marie and Zeilin after which the session 
adjourned to reconvene on Monday next, 
when Commander Wright will give his 
version of the matter contained in the 
charges.

Not much big- 
ger than a mastiff, ho is yet as strong al- 
most as a horse. As a saddle animal you 
would spurn him, not became ho couldn't 
carry you, but for tho reason that If you 
kVeTwSunoh'eir up n'nde^yotir ofiffi your 
feet would strike ground, and Mr. Burro 
would quietly walk off, leaving you behind 
him on the road 
It is as a pack animal 


that the burro excels. He Is patient, strong 
and sure footed. His board is not expen- 
sive, for such costly delicacies as oats and 
hay are to him as strangers. From the 
time he was woaned from his mother ho 
has known no other rations than such as 
he oould procure by nibbling tho gross by 
tho wayside. 


On his patient back tho lonely prospector 


tioa his worldy possessions, and following 
behind with rlflo and staff threads tho 
mountain trolls in search of the new El 
Dorado. The delving minor, far up in 
oloudland, uses him to curry sacks of pre- 
cious ore to the emolter and bring back in 
return food, clothing and oven water to 
drink. When tho mino, which began OB a 
more prospect hole, sinks deeper and deep- 
er Into the mountain, the burro assumes 
an added role—this time to bring lumber 
for bracing tho shafts and galleries, orper- 
chanoe to build a more permanent resi- 
dence for tho minor himself. 


Whon the mine has boon established on 


a paying basis, so that a largo number of 
men are required for its operation, then a 
settlement is formed around its month, 
and tho iron rails arc laid to connect it 
with civilization. Tho burro's work is 
finished here, and ho pushes on to other 
fields of usefulness, far In advance. Ho is 
ever a pioneer. 
1 Tho word burro Is simply Spanish for 
duukey. Yet a burro is smaller thac a 
donkey—just B pocket edition of one, as 
Iiummis happily puts it. The difference 
In size probably oomes from a difference In 
food and work, continued through many 
generations. So fav book as history ex- 
tends the burro has been abused, over- 
worked and left to "hustle" for himself. 
No wonder he is small. 


But notwithstanding his scanty dimen- 


sions he la wonderfully strong and endur- 
ing and will grow fat on rations that 
wouldn't keep a horse from starvation. 
Those qualities, coupled with Manure foot- 
edness, are the reason for his being so val- 
uable as a pack animal. 


Hia sure footedness oomes from the In- 


stinct of self preservation, which Is far 
better developed than In the horse. So far 
tho Instinct is profitable, but it sometimes 
leads to groat annoyance. One day while a 
burro train was being guided down a 
mountain canyon the leader came to a 
place where the trail led across the bed of 
• stream. A torrent rushed over It in the 
rainy season, but now it was simply dry 
sand, as hard almost as a pavement. 
i Tho burro refused to cross, and finally 
hod to be pulled from tho front and pushed 
from the rear. Then, when half way over, 
he deliberately lay down and commenced 
to groan. 


< The cause was this: The sand recalled to 
his mind a time long ago, when he had 
stepped on just such on innocent looking 
place. It was smooth and dry and yellow 
and gave every indioation of plain sailing. 
His little leet had gone through, however, 
and he would have sunk out of sight in 
the quicksand beneath hod he not been 
rescued with ropes In the nick of time. 
Catch him trying that experiment again! 
Doesn't he know a quicksand when he sees 
Itf 


But. what discourages a burro quicker 


than anything else is wetting his ears. He 
Is very sensitive about those grotesque ap- 
pendages under any circumstances, but 
wotting them simply breaks his heart. If 
while swimming a stream, a few drops of 
water touch their inner membrane, he 
will give up and drown. This Is no fic- 
tion. The fact has been verified many 
times, although the reason may seem ab- 
surd. 


Children are very fond of burros as pets, 


and many ore brought from the west by 
roll to be used for that purpose. To their 
attendants they are at once the most amus- 
ing and provoking of creatures. In the 
cars they are all right, but when it is nec- 
essary for them to cross a city the trouble 
begins. They will not lead, neither will 
they be driven, and then, in desperation, 
tho Impatient porters lift and carry the 
kicking, struggling burros to the wagon. 
They ore no sooner tied than they throw 
back their heads in such a manner that 
they must Inevitably strangle if left to 
themselves. The only way In which they 
can safely be transported Is tied behind a 
wagon going at a "snail's gallop," with a 
roar guard armed with a stick to keep 
them moving. 


Whon the children get their pots, there 


Is amusement for the whole family. Their 
long ears, small stature and look of vast 
wisdom have a resistless attraction. They 
are very gentle, too, and soon become at- 
tached to their owners. But If you value 
•loop or have near neighbors keep your 
burroi stabled at night. A back yard may 
soem just the right place, and with your 
new pets therein a few nights may pas* in 
peace, but do not be deceived. Some night 
you will be startled from your slumbers 
by such wild screams and shrill yells that 
you will imagine tho whole Apache nation 
charging on your defenseless domicile. It 
will be the burros braying. The "sad eyed 
philosopher of the west" is merry enough 
when he takes the notion.—New Yori Her- 
ald.

Before the Introduction of the penny 


post envelopes were rarely used because 
extra postage was charged for every paper 
Inclosed in. another, and for years after- 
ward a four page quarto letter was folded 
so as to be self contained. When envelopes 
wero first sold, thejy were not gummed, BO 
sealing wax was used. When such letters 
went across the equator, mostly In sailing 
vessels, the wax used to run and stick all 
the letters together, especially when the 
ship "got into the doldrums," and frizzled 
becalmed near the equator for days at a 
stretch. It is quite within modern memory

A Vegetable Freak Found In the Moan- 


tain Region of Venezuela. 


Tho mountain region of Venezuela is

mountains Is tired, hungry or thirsty, he 
needs but to out the bark of the cow 
treo in order-to be rewarded with a copi- 
ous flow of this milky sap which is said to 
be a\ en sweeter and richer than the milk 
if the best high grade Jersey. If collected 
In vessels and allowed to stand for some 
little time, say from 8 to 13 hours, It 
;rows thick and yellow, and the "cream" 
;oes through the process of "rising to the 
top" just as it does in ordinary milk, 


At about the time of sunrise, according 


io Hnmboldt and other well known scien-

Ihreo Distinct Eros In the History of th* 


Gome. 


- Whist, says the London Graphic, la of 
English origin, but in the beginning it 
seems to huve been called "triumph," a 
name which was afterward corrupted into 
"trump." "Gammer Gurton's Needle" 
has the distim tion of first mentioning the 
game. The eighteenth century saw whist 
in its primitive form, the whole object of 
the game being to win tricks by leading 
high cards or by trumping. 


This form of the game is still largely 


played in the family circle. Then came 
the era of Hoyle, which may be said to 
have lasted from 1730 to 1860, and taught 
flayers to think not only of their own 
Hands, but of the other hands also and to 
take ad vantage of the positions of the cards 
In them. Hoylo also taught that trumps 
might bo more papfitably employed than 
In simple trumping and showed that they 
might be used to disarm the adversaries 
and to obtain secondary ad vantages in trick 
making by other suits of less apparent 
power 


It was not until 1859 that the philosoph- 


ical era can bo said to have begun, and the 
origin of the now movement, was a knot of 
young men at C,nu!> ulgo known as the 
Little Whist school 
Tins body kept rec- 


ords of their games, but no ono thought of 
making the data known until Dr Pole, 
in 1861, writing a paper on games at cards 
for Moomillun's Mngiwine, remiii'Ud in a 
note that it would be a good thing if 
model games at whist could be published. 
Mr. Henry .Tones wrote to say that he pos- 
sessed the notus of tho Little Whist school, 
and the result was that in the following 
year Mr Jones publibhed under the name 
of Cavendish his book on the principles of
